There 
are thousands of springs which, at a compar- 
atively small expense, can be conducted in 
pipes by gravity, to the sink, bath room and 
stables. 

In other casee, where the springs are at a 
lower level, the water may frequently be 
raised at small expense, by a hydralic ram, 
and where neither of these methods are prac- 
ticable, cisterns can be built for collecting the 
water that falls upon house and barn roofs. 
Large filtering cisterns, properly constructed, 
though not as desirable as running spring 
water, are not to be lightly valued in a season 
of drought like the present. Nor have we a 
word to say against a good, never failing well, 
so located that it shall not become a part ol 
the drainage system of the yards.

Our 
college has now its own president, and dis- 
tinct corps of instructors, and is a distinet col- 
lege, not @ department of Dartmouth. Its 
advancing years, increasing number of stu- 
dents, and accumulating strength have giv 
en it a place here, and it the friction ever 
existed that has been so fully proclaimed, it 
has now ceased, or is too slight to be appa- 
rent. The discordant views of practical far- 
mers, and of agricultural college instructors 
of the country are fast being harmonized, as 
the result of mutual survey and discussion of 
the needs of modern farming. Farmers are 
coming to understand more fully the great 
multiplicity of laws the husbandman has to 
deal with, and that he who understands them 
best, and works most in harmony with them, 
other things being equal, works to the best 
advantage ; that experiment stations, private 
workers and investigators, during the past 
twenty-five years, have accumulated a vast 
amount of valuable material, calling for teach- 
ers capable of arranging, classifying and im- 
parting to young men all known facts to date 
of instruction. On the other hand, our in- 
structors in agricultural colleges have learned, 
or are learning, that educating the citizen is 
not educating the farmer, any more than edu- 
cating the citizen is educating the doctor, law- 
yer, minister, or civil engineer. 

It has been a hard lesson for each party to 
learn, but as a result, we see a growing inter- 
est shown in industrial education for the far- 
mer’s boy, on the part of the farmer; and in 
the colleges, we notice a rapidly growing in- 
terest in farm investigations and in instruc- 
tion in first principles or underlying facts in 
agricultural practice. But I have not time, 
nor would you wish to give space, for a discus- 
sion of the evolution of agricultural colleges, 
nor of details in regard to ours. It is not 
what I understand you wish.

Does it Pay? 
Certainly, so far as this farm is concerned. 


It has not had as yet, a fair opportunity to 


answer the general question, l)oes farming 
pay in New England Dr. Sturtevant man- 
fully and rightly says that a college farm 


ought not to pay. It should work for the 
school room and the public, yet in answer to 
your suggestion that it is charged that our 
college farms in ordinary cropping 

I may say that it is not entirely true. The 
farm superintendent's salary here is paid by 
other resources, yet in work for the public at 
home and abroad, and in cash paid out in ex- 
perimental work, quite, or more than the 
equivalent of one man’s time is used. There 
is a two-hundred acre wood lot on the farm, 
yet no wood has been cut for two years, and 
much more has been paid out for pasturing 
than the value of the stumpage of the wood, 
while a little wood naturally goes with a farm. 

The farm is situated virtually in the village, 
and pays twenty-five per cent more for its 
labor than is paid on outlying farms, and 
but little benefited by its location. Again, 
students are employed at 124 cts per hour at 
odd hours, often a dozen for an hour ata 
time, and while I can cheerfully say that they, 
for the most part, work faithfully, yet every 
farmer knows that work cannot be thus done 
at an advantage. With these siatements I 
am prepared to state that two of our success- 
ful farmers invoiced the personal property 
April Ist. On the same basis of values as 
those used in 1879, and allowing for wear of 
tools, they prized the property April 1, 1880, 
at over $690 more than in 1879. One hundred 
and thirty dollars was added to permanent im- 
provements, new things done not old things re- 
paired, such as ceiling up stalls, &e. I paid 
2100 to trustees for use of farm house. I 
paid over $600 for purchased manure, includ- 
ing $175 for ashes; and a considerable food 
bill, and have tilled ground that had not been 
used fora generation. Of course credit for 
purchased manures left over must fairly be 
given ; this would carry the sum up to $1000 
or more, and leave the time of the Superinten- 
dent to offset experimental work. Or, for 
the three years (the fourth ends April 1st, 
1381,) on a decreased rate of valuation of 
stock, the appraisers find about $2300 more

where the snow-fall is probably greater, and 
the amount of heat even less than at the sum- 
mits, the snow melts and disappears. ‘This 
we must attribute to the influence of aqueous 
vapor. At high elevations the air is dry, and 
allows the heat radiated from the snow to pass 
into space ; but at low elevations a very con- 
siderable portion of the heat radiated from 
the snow 1s absorbed in passing through the 
atmosphere. A considerable portion of the 
heat thus absorbed by the vapor is radiated 
back on the snow; but the heat thus radiated, 
being of the same quality as that which the 
snow itself radiates, is on this account ab- 
sorbed by the snow. Little or none of it is 
reflected, like that received from the sun. 
The consequence is, that the heat thus ab- 
sorbed accumulates in the snow till melting 
takes place. Were the aqueous vapor pos- 
sessed by the atmosphere sufliciently dimin- 
ished, perpetual snow would cover our globe 
down to the seashore. It is true that the air 
is warmer at the lower level than at the high- 
er level, and by contact with the snow must 
tend to melt it more at the former than at the 
latter position. But we must remember that 
the air is warmer mainly in consequence of 
the influence of aqueous vapor, and that were 
the quantity of vapor reduced to the amount 
in question, the difference of temperature at 
the two positions would not be great.

SNOW AT GREAT ALTITUDES DOES 
NOT MELT. 


The reason why snow at great elevations 
does not melt, but remains permanent, is ow- 
ing to the fact that the heat received from the 
sun is thrown off into the stellar space so rap- 
idly by radiation and reflection, that the sun 
fails to raise the temperature of the snow to 
the melting point. ‘The snow evaporates, but 
it does not melt. The summits of the Hima- 
layas for instance, must receive more than ten 
times the amount of heat necessary to melt all 
the snow that falls on them, notwithstanding 
which the snow is not melted. And in spite 
of the strength of the sun and the dryness of 
the air at those altitudes, evoporation is sufli- 
cient to remove the snow. At low elevations, 











The largest single industry in New York is 
that of custom-made clothes. The making of 
paper patterns employs hundreds of hands, 
and, ten houses being engaged in it, uses tons 
of paper. There are factories for making 
dried blood, the dummies that milliners use 
to show dresses on, theatrical armor and jews- 
harps.
